Bond-Secured Currency. 

During the Civil War the Federal 
Government found itself upon the verge 
of bankruptar- U could not find a mar- 
ket for UabiiBda. Wdnt eme rg a a ey it 
decided to areata a market 1>y making 
the bonds the basis of note is«nes by the 
National banks. Issues by State banks 
were made im(>ossible through the im- 
position of a 10 per cent. tax. It was an 
arbitrary derision, and it created an ar- 
tiSeiat market, but it was justified by 

tba a«trp«i4y of diatraatin which the 
C tevat M iaa i ^ tbea UMvad. 

The situation which Justified that 
unusual step has long since passed. The 
txinds of the United States are now sal- 
able anywhere. No other great nation 
has so small a per capita Government 
debt. No other civilised nation has 
saeb a baaUaff ayalaa. Itia ibaoause 
of the faiaztrtoabia asafaalBa between 
comBereial and inyeataiaat banking. It 
is in part the cause of the vast end dan- 
gerous concentration of money power 
and money credit in Wall Street. 

We should reform our currency sys 
tem along with our baakhig syatsas. We 
should aappbat aar pfuaaat onaqr-qnilt 
earreoay wllft a aaMMl and flaaibie 
medium of azebange, baaad pffaarily 
on gold.
